THE CONDITION OF THE IN- 
DIANS. 

J n their 1 dealings with tho native 
tribes tho Government of tliis Province 
have always based their policy upon 
the assumption that the Indians having 
eyes, yet see not; cars, yet hear not; 
brains, yet reason not. Hence they 
have treated their demands for redress 
with a stolid indifference ; have allow- 
ed their appeals for justice to puss un- 
heeded ; have treated with contempt the 
muttered threats of chiefs whose people 
were starving. Scarce a month has 
elapsed sinco there arose an occasion 
when the public peace and security were 
threatened in this Province ; when 
men listened to the tick, tick, of tho 
telegraph with bated breath lest the 
direful news of an Indian outbreak 
should be flashed to the Capital, ft 
requires .something hot and strong to 
start this Government from its lethar- 
gy. The Pool family murder at Lil- 
looet did not quicken their pulses. The 
slaughter of George Jenkixson at 
Cassiar only impelled them to the un- 
paraleled extravagance of appointing 
an additional constable to insure public 
safety ; the complaints and threats 
contained in Chief William's letter 
were treated as bogus (albeit the organ 
yesterday declares tho complaints to bo 
genuine and the letter sensible). It 
requires as wo have, ( said, something 
Lot and strong to rouse them to a sense 
of their duty. The murder of Ussheh 
— cut down in his prime because a 
mean and paltry governmental policy 
had deprived Yale District of its police 
force — coupled with the fear of an In- 
dian outbreak, furnished the incentive. 
It was the dose of medicine, the blue 
pill, so to speak, that roused thoir 
unwilling natures to action and sent 
their lazy blood racing through tho 
sluggish vein.-, of mei* whose sins 
of omission and commission would 
till a bulky volume. Everyone is 
agreed that the maintenance of tele- 
graphic communication is a groat pub- 
lic boon; but, as it fortunately happen- 
ed, when tho outbreak occurred the 
line to the Capital was broken ? Com- 
munication further south than New 
Westminster was not possible; and at 
New Westminster the Superintendent 
of Police by chance happened. When 
a telegram of the Kamloops outrage 
wa6 placed in his hands that officer act- 
ed promptly and energetically. As- 
suming the responsibility he issued in-^ 
structions for an armed force to be dis4 
patched to capture the outlaws. This 
force was on its way to the scene of ac- 
tion before the Government became 
aware of the tragedy, and, consequently, 
before they had time to "meet in Execu- 
tive" and subject the emergency to the 
tedious routine of redtape and sealing- 
wax. We have heard that tho Super- 
intendent was "hauled over the coals" 
for presuming to forestall his em- 
ployers, and one of the organs actually 
used the energetic action of the Super- 
intendent to extol the "energy" of the 
Government. Bo this as it may, the 
Government were alarmed and excited 
by the imminence of the danger, and at 
last went to work to put down disorder 
and preserve the country from an In- 
dian outbreak. No one now doubts 
that had there been a constable or two 
allotted to Yale district the McLean 
boys would have been in olose custody 
long before on minor charges. But it 
is notorious that when J usticcs in that 
district have employed special constables 
to take into custody these very men the 
vouchers have been sent back unpaid; 
and that Mr. Ussher's oft' repeated 
demands for a secure gaol were never 
answered. Is it any wonder that a 
feeling of contempt for the law and its 
administrators grew up ii? tho minds 
of these men, when they saw the straits 
to which officers who tried to do their 
duty were reduced 1 It is unnecessary 
to harrow the public mind with a re- 
sume of the bloody doings of that band 
of outlaws. All we care to say now is 
that they tried to induce the Indians to 
join them in their revolt and that in 
their extremity the Government ap- 
pealed to the Roman Catholic Bishop 
who (as we showed on Sunday) dis- 
patched his most trusted messengers to 
the scene, and they, by making a solemn 
promise, were successful in averting a 
native rising. What was that promise 1 
Simply, "that Her Majesty would see 
that justice was done the tribes who 
had been deprived of their land." Gn 
Sunday we told the Government that 
they are bound to see ^liat that pro- 
mise is made good; — that they are 
bound to mete out justice to the tribes 
in accordance with tho pledges of the 
messengers of the lloman Catholic 
bishops. And what replieth the organ 
of the Government? 1st, That we are 
trying to create an Indian rebellion; 
2d, that the Indians are tho wards of 
the Dominion Government, and that, 
therefore, this Government has no re- 
sponsibility in the matter. If the man 
who warns the inmates of a dwelling 
that the structure is on fire and advises 
them to make their escape is an incen- 
diary, then are we, — who remind the 
Government that the Indians arc des- 
titute and desperate — in that sense 
and no other, an inciter to revolt. 
And if the Indians are the wards of 
the Dominion Government, is not this 
Government still bound to carry out 
their solemn engagements with those 
wards, even if those engagements were 
made when the Government were in a 
paroxysm of fear lest the consequences of 
their own neglect and meanness should 
be visited on the heads of an innocent 
pponle? The old couplet 

"When divil was sick the dovil a monk 
would be; 

When the devil got well, tho devil a monk 
was ho," 

Occurs to us at this moment. In De- 
cember the Government were willing 
to premise the Indians anything; but 
in Januaryyhaving got over their panic, 
when asked to carry ou I their pledges, 



they cry "off!" Wo tell tho Government 
that the Indians in the interior are in no 
mood for trifling. Wo do not ask them 
to undertake impossibilities ; but we 
expect that the simple promise of the 
messengers of the Roman Catholic 
Bishop will be kept Let justice be 
dono to the tribes who stood loyally by 
the white race throughout the recent 
crisis, and preserved tho country from 
the horrors of Indian warfare.

Sir — Heartily endorsing the position 
taken by "Vindicator'' on the question 
of the P. M. S. S. Co. service between 
your Province and San Francisco, 1 
wish simply to advance one other con- 
sideration. It is this: Aside from tho 
the calculation set forth by your cor- 
respondent, which aggregates an an- 
nual disbursement by tho company in 
your Province of at least $166,160, it 
should not be forgotten that an impor- 
tant item is not included in the 
summary in question. I refer to the 
benefits derived by Victoria from the 
Puget Sound passenger traffic, which, 
were it not for tho admirable, regular 
and excellent service performed by 
this company, would enure only 
to Portland. The fact must bo patent 
to tho most casual obsorver that were 1 
these steamers withdrawn to give 
place to a line of colliers the 
passenger traffic between this section 
and San Francisco would no longer go 
via Victoria as at present. Puget 
Sound passengers have to lay over at 
least two days at Victoria, and con- 
ceding that they each spend $2 per day 
while in your city (which is a very low 
estimate) the benefit to your Province, 
taking the year round, for this one 
item must be considerable. Thinking

A DIRECT INSULT. 

Eussian Officers Insult tho Gorman 
Government ■while Entertaining: a 
Party of Prussian Offlcors. 

[Special Dispatch to the Oregonlm.J 

BERLIN, Jan. 14. — Hamburger Cor- 
respondence publishes a story of a seri- 
ous quarrel at Kalisch, Poland, be- 
tween Russian and German officers. 
The officers of a Russian regiment 
stationed at Kalisch invited the officers 
of the Prussian regiments stationed on 
the other side of the frontier to dinner 
and in the course of political, argument 
the Russians used insulting language 
to Germany. Bloodshed was averted 
by a Russian colonel sending homo the 
German officers under court. 

London, Jan. 15. — A Berlin dis- 
patch says that the German officers 
who became involved in a quarrel with 
their entertainers at Kalisch, imme- 
diately communicated the incident to 
the military authorities' at Berlin, who 
were much shocked at hearing the 
news. The German ambassador at St. 
Petersburg has been instructed to ask 
an explanation from Russia. Doubril 
has given most assuring explanations to 
Emperor William regarding tho con- 
centration of Russian troops in Poland. 

BERLIN, Jan. 15. — The quarrel at 
Kalisch, Poland, between the officers of 
a Russian regiment and their German 
guests, is regarded here as a striking 
revelation of the present tone of Rus- 
sian military circles.

Quebec, Jan. 2. — A few days ago it 
was reported that a man named Thomas 
Mulligan was burnt to death in his 
shanty in Compton county, Quebec. It 
now appears that he was murdered by 
a neighbor for the trifling sum of 
money he possessed, and that the body 
was burnt to hide tho crime. Tho 
murderer, a man named William Gray, 
has been arrested and the money of his 
victim found in his house. His wife 
is also under arrest as an accomplice. 

Mr. Johnston, manufacturer of J ohn- 
ston's fluid beef at Point St. Charles 
and Rouse's Point, ami who has for 
Rome time past supplied it to the 
British Government for tho use of the 
army, has received a large order from 
the United States War Department. 

Touonto, Jan. 2. — A safe was blown 
open with' nitro glycerine at Omemeo 
on Thursday night, and papers valued 
at 825,000 carried off by the burglars. 

No less than thirteen candidates 
were nominated in Dufferin electoral 
division yesterday — four Reformers and 
nine Conservatives. 

The writ for the North Lanark elec- 
tion was issued yesterday. The nom- 
ination will be held on the 1 5th and 
the polling on the 22nd. 

Ottawa, Jan. 2. — Two hundred and 
eighty visitors called at Stadacona 
Hall yesterday, the Premier's resi- 
dence. 

The City Council on .Yew Year's 
Day presented the wife of Mayor 
Mackintosh with a silver cradle to 
commemorate the birth of a son dur 
ing her husband's term of office. 

Napanee, Jan. 1. — The firm of 
Messrs. E. Hooper k Sons suspended 
to-day. The assets and liabilities are 
not yet known. Tho suspension was 
hurried on no doubt owing to the large 
deficit in the County Treasury, of 
which tho head of the firm, Mr. Ed- 
mund Hooper, M.P., but recently re- 
cently resigned the office during the 
examination of the books and docu- 
ments. 



Socialist Riot at Posth. 

A POLITICAL AND PERSONAL SENSATION. 

Vienna, Jan. 15. — Special dispatch- 
es from Pesth state that a serious dis- 
turbance occurred on Tuesday and 
Wednesday in consequence of a duel 
between Baron Maithenyi and Hon- 
Yerhoray, a member of parliament, 
in which the latter was fatally 
wounded, ami that further trouble is 
feared. Herr Yerhoray was editor of 
the Hungarian radical newspaper and 
attacked Count Festeties, a fellow 
member, with Baron Maithenyi, of an 
aristocratic national Casino club. 
Baron Maithenyi was interviewed on 
the matter. Partisans of Verhoray 
say that Maithenyi is a professional 
duelist, the best pistol shot in Hun- 
gary, and was put forward in a quarrel 
for the purpose of silencing Yerhoray, 
who is very distasteful to the aristo- 
crats, but popular with the masses. 
Last night a great crowd of students 
and workmen filled the streets in the 
neighborhood of the Casino club, utter- 
ing hostile cries. They finally stoned 
tin; windows. The police were repeat- 
edly repulsed by the rioters, and finally 
two battalions of infantry charged 
with fixed bayonets. Many persons 
were slightly hurt by stones, sticks and 
bayonets. About thirty rioters were 
arrested. 

a later REPORT. 
PESTH, dan. 15. — The military 
shot two persons in tho riot Wednes- 
day night. No disturbances would 
havo occurred if the police had not pro- 
voked the people by their brutality. 
Tho workmen are reported to be inarch- 
ing from tho suburbs to tho town. 
Soldiers are confined to their barracks. 
Ill feeling against tho Tiozu. govern- 
ment has doubtless much to do with 
the present movement. Jt is feared 
that provincial towns will follow the 
example of Pesth. A statement has 
been made that twenty-five persons 
were killed by the soldiers.

Q-ood Runs; but Disappointing Finis*. 

Thesu hounds; wero out • on Deconibor 
5th, it lino mild day succeeding a slight 
snow fall of the preceding night. Short- 
ly after noon a cnyoto was viewed high on 
the hills about 3 miles from Ashcroft. 
The hounds being laid on, the cayoto 
raced down hill towards the Thompson 
Jlivor, but was headed by a man on the 
wagon road and turned up again, running 
rt complete circle of about throe miles ; ho 
then again pointed in the same direction 
as nt first and, not being interfered with 
this time, crossed the wagon road <>n the 
hill known as the "Southdown." Going 
over this he came down through tho Ash- 
croft field;), and, passing within fifty yards 
of the houso to the great excitement of 
all tho residents of the place, again roso 
the hills and taking a capital hue ran 
straight for about 4h miles till he again 
crossed the road near the 100-mile post. 
On to and over the hill below lie went, 
and passing just below Antoina Minna- 
berriet's house ho got to the Thompson at 
tho north of Oregon Jack Creek. There 
tho hounds woro close at him and turned 
him homewards up the river till at length 
he reached some rocky ohfFs and passed 
over one which was almost perpendicular, 
where the hounds could not follow him, 
and which ended in a place from which 
he could not escape. They -were taken 
out of tho way, and Harry (the whip) 
having been able to, discover by his tracks 
where he had gone (at tho imminent risk 
of a ducking in a deep pool of the river 
which he would assuredly have got had 
he slipped) managed to scramble down. 
He soon found him, and, making him 
inove, the coyote came out the way Harry 
had gone in. Ho got a good start again, 
but the hounds after running him for 
about 8 minutes up and down tho banks 
of tho river again ran him to a standstill 
on another rock overhanging tho stream. 
This -;ras also a very dangerous place, 
where if any hound had seized him both 
would have gone over the cliffs; so 
whipping the hounds oil' again the cayoto 
was a second time dislodged by Harry, 
but this time after running about 100 
yards he took to the water and set his 
hoad for the other side of the river— per- 
haps 150 yards wide here. Fortunately 
the hounds did not see him so that it was 
possible to stop thorn or thoy would all 
have been after him and been lost for tho 
night, but as it was they were deprived of 
■ a hardly-earned triumph, for they had 
run him over 20 miles as the crow flies, 
and, scent never having been very good, 
had been obliged to work every inch of 
the way. Carefully watching the oppo- 
site side of tho river, no one saw tho 
coyote land. 

This season hitherto has boon an un- 
favorable ono for scent. . In tho earlier 
part the country was too dry, and latterly 
the weather has been too harsh and cold. 
Nevertheless the hounds have already 
had several good days and they are tho- 
roughly capablo of taking advantage of 
evory ohanco they get. 

Carbon Emm.— Tho Seattle Intelli- 
gences says that associated with Mr. 
Chandler in his purchaso of Carbon river 
coal lands arc Mr. Shattuck, formerly of 
Seattle, and Mr. Wingato, late of the 
South' Wellington mine. Over ?GO,000 
havo already been invested in tho now 
coal fields, and practical results from this 
and still greater expenditures will bo folt 
before the return of another autumn. 



Appointment.' — Tho Toronto Mail says 
that Mr. Bodwoll,- Superintendent of the

The Mayor and Council elect attended 
at th« Supremo Court yesterday morning 
to take tho'oath of office. At a quarter 
past 12 o'clock his Lordship tho Chief 
Justice, accompanied by Mr. Justice 
Crease and Mr. Justice Gray, took his 
seat on the bench, and the City Clerk an- 
nounced that Mr. Turner had been re- 
elected Mayor without opposition. At 
tho request of the Chief Justice Mayor 
Turner then took the Bible in his right 
hand and tho form of oath in his loft, amd 
repeating the words of oath after His 
Lordship was duly sworn in. 

His Lordship called the attention of the 
City Clerk to tho fact that ho had brought 
the wrong form of certificate — aform which 
was now obsolete. The Clerk said that 
tho error was purely accidental and that 
he would have the right forms over as 
soon as possible. 

His Lordship remarked that it appear- 
ed strange to him that the certificate of 
qualification, declaration against bribery 
and oath of allegianco were not printod 
all in one and the lame form. Those 
handed to him had been gummed together 
and interlinod. i . ' 

The Clerk replied that ho gummed the 
documents together from purely economi- 
cal motives. He believod ho had saved 
tho city no less than from $25 to £30. 

His Lordship said that if these fossilat- 
ed documents woro buried now and ex- 
humed 2000 years hence the people of that 
time would exprosB wonderment and sur- 
prise that in the enlightenod city of Vic- 
toria, in the yoar 1880, it wa3 deemed ne- 
cessary to gluo three papers together 
where one could havo been had with tho 
same matter in a smaller space in printod 
form and in a much more compact shape. 

Tho members of tho Council whore 
then sworn in with the exception of 
Councillor Boyd, for whoso absenco the 
Mayor apologized. 

His Lordship, addressing Mayor Tur- 
ner, said he had much pleasure in again 
handinghim the Seal of theCorporation. Ho 
belioTud that the Council of last year had 
boon a highly useful body and that the 
unanimity they had displayed in the con- 
duct of their business was an example 
worthy of imitation. His Lordship, whilst 
wishing to 3ay everything complimentary 
to tho Council, desired to point out to 
them that they had no right to pass a by- 
law by tho provisions of which a nuisance 
might be created and sanctioned. No 
Council had the power to do this, and it 
was a question how far tho members of 
the Council were individually responsible 
for the damages resulting from tho nui- 
sance. Whilst it could not be denied that 
there were admirable sidewalks and good 
streets throughout the city, it was most 
disagreeable when going homo after nigh- 
fall, especially without a lantern, to stum- 
ble across a reposing cow or to find on ar- 
rival nt ono'a house that one's clothing was 
besmudged with an indescribablo filth. It 
had been represented in one of the pub- 
lications in the city, which was facetious- 
ly termed a "channel of information," 
that the reason why tho bylaw giving 
cows the freedom of the city had been 
passed was because thcro were one hun- 
dred widows in the city, each of whom 
had a cow and relied upon the sale of milk 
for a living. His Lordship was not in- 
clined to place much belief in this asser- 
tion, which ho rogarded us so much im- 
moral cant. "If it was really neeossary to 
support the widows of the city," said His 
Lordship, "let us first know what wo are 
about." It is contrary to the first prin- 
ciples of justice that any one person, whe- 
ther poor or rich, should be permitted to 
commit depredations on tho property of 
his neighbor." It was extremely annoying 
aftor a resident had been at tho expense 
and troublo of laying down a good sido- 
walk to find that it was destroyed by 
cows. ]f it was necessary that any of tho 
widows of the city should be maintained, 
lot it be done in a proper manner, but tho 
cow matter was getting beyond a jest and 
he hoped it would receive proper attention. 
His Lordship frequently had occasion to 
use the city sidewalks after dark, but. 
there was hardly a night that ho did not 
find his right of free passage contested 
and possibly his boots besmeared with 
filth. He would remind the Council — 
although they must already bo well aware 
of the fact- that the corporation was in- 
dictable if through the neglect of tho 
Council the sidewalks woro permitted to 
get in such a condition that a pedestrian 
came to grief in any form. This, of course, 
was a well known fact, and his Lordship 
could quote endless causes where Corpora- 
tions had been sued for damages result- 
ing from their negligence; but he doubted 
much whether he could call to mind any 
caso in which damages had been claimed 
from a corporation who had not only per- 
mitted a nuisance to exist but had gone 
beyond their functions and passed a by- 
law which made special provisions for the 
existence of a nuisance. His Lordship 
was glad that his brother Gray was silent 
on this matter for he know that he 
was in a perfect transport of 
indignation concerning it. It was only 
the othor night that he (his Lordship) was 
walking along a certain sidewalk in the 
city when, almost within a foot of him, 
something rose up in front of him like a 
mysterious exhalation from tho earth. 
The exhalation was a cow. These licensed 
cows were a nuisance to all classes. They 
made no distinctionbotweeu rich and poor. 
They broke down the rose tree, ate the 
cabbage and devastated tho garden with- 
out the semblanco of discrimination. In 
many instances the damage caused by 
them worked great hardships. His Lord- 
ship hoped tho Council would seo to tho 
matter and trusted the same unanimity 
which had characterized tho proceedings 
of the Council during 1879 would con- 
tinue during 1880. 

His Worship the Mayor, accompanied 
by the Councillors, then rotircd. 

Mr. L. Samuel, publisher of tho Wed 
Shore, having completed a successful can- 
vass for his interesting publication, will 
start for his homo in Portland on Thurs- 
day morning. He will romain at the 
Driard House until his departure from 
here. During 1880 the Wat Shore will 
contain some very fino engravings of 
scenery and buildings in this Province. 

JIu. Gisborni:, Superintendent of Do- 
minion telegraph lines, will shortly return 
to the Province to perfect the. arrange- 
ments projected by him. Ho will bo ac- 
companied by a gentleman from Ottawa 
who has been appointed to fill tho position 
of Superintendent of the lines in British 
Columbia. 

HpusK.— Tho sale at London 
House is still going on and yesterday the 
store was thronged with customers who 
availed themselves of the opportunity to 
securo bargains. The entire stock is be- 
ing disposed of at extremely low prices. 

The tire alarm sounded yesterday morn- 
ing was caused by the burning out of a 
chimney at tho Bank Exchango Saloon, 
corner of Yates and Langlcy streets.

Supreme Court. 

[Before the Full Bench.) 



Monday, Jan. 19th. 

It. P. Rithet vs. E. C. Baker— This was 
an rction brought by plaintiff against de- 
fendant to recover on a promissory note. 
The defendant pleaded that tho note bore 
no stamp as was required by the law of 
the Dominion. To this plea the plaintiff 
demurred and alloged as a ground of de- 
murrer that tho Dominion Stamp Act was 
not applicable to this Province. The ar- 
gument was held before us on the last 
sitting of the Court and now comes for 
judgment. Wo are all agreed that the 
Stamp Act is bad and givo judgment for 
the plaintiff on tho demurrer. 

The Stamp Act of 1879, under winch 
it is contended that bills of oxchango and 
promissory notes requiro stamps, by tho 
2nd section oxpressly confines the opera- 
tion of the Act to a consolidation of the 
old laws, and states that it is not to bo 
considered a new law. Now, as the old 
laws woro nover applied to this Province 
it Btanda to reason that a consolidation of 
thoso laws cannot apply. Tho Judges of 
tho SupromoCourt eachdolivored separate 
judgments; but all agreeing in the, main 
point raised that the Stamp Act did not 
apply to British Columbia, judgment was 
given for plaintiff. 

Mr. Robortson, Q. C, for the defend- 
ant; Mr. Drake for tho plaintiff. 

Isaacs vs. the Corporation of Maple 
Ridge— Mr. Drake for plaintiff, and Mr. 
Robertson, Q. C, for defendants. This 
was a judgmont given by Mr. Justice 
Gray on an application to quash a bylaw 
of the Corporation of Maple Ridge im- 
posing a tax, on the ground that tho Cor- 
poration had nover been legally elected, 
and therefore could not pass bylaws. At 
the last election in 1879 eight Councillors 
and a Warden were olected, tho Letters 
Patent only authorizing the election of 
sovon. One of the eight 'olectod after- 
wards ro tired; but thus retirement being 
a voluntary act could not validate the 
previous illegal election. 

Tho Court, therefore, quashed the by- 
law. 

Mr. Drake applied for costs, which woro 
granted, his Honor remarking that whilst 
he was opposed to imposing unnecessary 
costs on any corporation it appeared to 
him that tho defondants in this caso had 
displayed a rather surly disposition and 
had put tho plaintiff to no little troublo 
and expense. 
[In Chambers, before Sir Matthew Balllie Begble.] 

The appeal from (he Police Magistrate's 
decision in the Chinese gambling cases 
came up for hearing, Mr. Thco. Davie ap- 
pearing for the polico and Mr. A. It. 
Robertson, Q.C. , for tho respondents. 
After a somewhat lengthy argument tho 
caso was sent back to tho Polico Court 
in order that tho ease stated may be 
amended.

Munloipal Council. 

Monday, Jan. 19. 

Tho newly-elected City Council hold 
their first meeting at 7:45 p.m. Presont: 
His Worship the Mayor in the Chair, and 
Couns. Mansell, Smith, Rome, McLean, 
Clarke and Shakespeare. The minutes of 
the last meeting of tho old Council hav- 
ing been read and adopted, His Worship 
said that previous to appointing tho usual 
committees he would like to make a few 
remarks. Tho first coinmitteo that came 
under his notice was tho Financo Com- 
mittee. Thoy would find an ablydrawn 
up balanco sheet before them, and they 
would also perceive that they entered on 
their duties for the year free of all em- 
barrassment. It was possible that during 
tho year they would bo required to nego- 
tiate a further loan. The next committee 
ho would have to appoint would be the 
Water Committee, and it occurred to him 
that one of thoir main duties would he to 
supply the City with as pure water as 
possible. If it was found that it was 
really impossible to obtain anything like 
pure water then ho would suggest that the 
sourco of supply be changed. He would 
remind them, too, • that a more general 
supply was necessary. Tho upper part'bf 
the town might be said to be compara- 
tively without water, and in tho event of 
tho bursting of the mains that portion 
would bo in great peril should a fire break 
out. Ho thought by a judicious extension 
of the mains tho revenuo could be mater- 
ially increased during the presont year 
and that tho waterworks, instead of be- 
ing a burden to the city, could bo render- 
ed self-supporting. Ho had already shown 
that the rovonuo from tho waterworks was 
for 1879 some $11,000 more than it was 
in 1870. His Worship then briefly re- 
viewed the duties that would dovolve on 
the othor committees— Streot, Park and 
Sanitary— deprecating tho use of narrow- 
wheeled vehicles for heavy loads. His 
Worship then appointed the following 
committees: 

Financo — Couns. Homo, McLean and 
Shakespeare. 

Water — Couns. Smith, Mansoll and 
Shakespeare. 

Streets -Couns. McLean, Clarke and 
Boyd. 

Cemetery and Park— Couns. Mansell, 
Rome and Smith. 

Survey— Couns. Clarke, Smith and 
Mansell. 

Sanitary- -Couns. Boyd, Shakespeare 
and Clarke. 

Furnishing — Couns. 'Rome, Smith and 
Mansell. 

Fire Wardens — Couns. Mansell, Smith 
and Clarke. 

Ooun. Shakespeare moved the adoption 
of tho committees, but at tho same time 
wished to stato that he thought he was 
entitled to a seat on tho Street Com- 
mittee, as he had served two terms in 
the Council and thought that his knowl- 
edge of streot. matters should have receiv- 
ed consideration. Ho was in the Coun- 
cil, however, to do tho host he could and 
would offer no factious opposition. 

His Worship said that there was al- 
ready ono representative from Johnson 
Street Ward on tho Street Committee. 

The motion to adopt the committees as 
nominated was carried. 

A number of accounts having beon read, 
Coun. Rome moved that the Finance 
Committee bo authorized to ncgotiato 
with tho Bank of British North America 
for an overdraft of £10,000 to bo paid on 
or beforo the 30th June next. Carried. 

Coun. Rome gavo notice of a by-law to 
provide for the impounding of cattle 
found roaming within the city limits. 

Coun. Mansoll gavo notice of a by-law 
to prohibit the Balo of intoxicating liquors 
after a certain hour of tho night and dur- 
ing certain hours on the Sabbath. 

Coun. Homo moved that in v'ew of tho 
insecurity of tho sand-stone front of tho 
Dominion building on Government streot 
the resident engineer, B. W. Pearse, 
Esq., be requested to take steps to protect 
the public from injury therefrom. 

Coun. Clarke thought that if the resi- 
dent engineer was applied to tho matter 
would go into red tapo and a year would 
elapse before a reply could be had. 

Coun. Smith said he knew the building 
to be unsafe. 

Coun. Shakespeare thought it should 
bo fenced in. 

Aftor further discussion tho motion was 
passed. 

Coun McLean called attention to the 
fact that certain people in front of whose 
property sidewalks had been laid by the 
city refused to j>ay tho cost thereof and 
put the corporation^ dofianco. He would 
suggest that the provisions of tho by-law 
be enforced and the authority of the cor- 
poration thus tested.

EUROPE. 

New Yokk, Jan. 10. — A. .cable dis- 
patch says that Justin McCarthy has 
resigned his representation for Mallow 
because he is resolved to have no con- 
nection with Parnell's policy, and also 
because be is disgusted witli the bicker- 
ings and jealousy of the IIomeVRulers 
in Parliament. 

A number of unemployed laborers at 
Cork yesterday plundered' meat and 
bread shops. 

Process servers were violently resist- 
ed in Killanar, County Galway, tho 
parish priest leading in the resistance 
and causing the chapel bell tj be rung 
to give warning of the approach of ser- 
vers. 

Three American citizens arriving in 
England have been suspected of being 
Fenians in disguise, and have been 
subjected to many police indignities 
and absurd press criticisms. 

London, Jamil.— The ' correspon- 
dence- of the press association reports 
the distress in Ireland increasing. Five 
hundred inhabitants of the Kulebog 
district, County Limerick, are on the 
brink of starvation. Thoy proceeded 
to-day in a body to Croom and obtain- 
ed four cartloads of bread by urgent 
representation of their extremity. The 
streets of Cork are patrolled by mount- 
ed police, and the magistrates of the 
city havo passed resolutions urging 
greater activity in tho suppression of 
domonistrations partaking of the na- 
ture of bread riots, and asking for the 
appointment of additional police. 
Davitt, Daly, Killen, and Brerman 
to-day received notices commanding 
them to appear before tho Court of 
Queen's bench at Dublin "onthelGthinst. 

Berlin, Jan. 12. — Russin has been 
questioned relative to the concentra- 
tion of troops in Poland, and has re- 
plied that, as there is no longer any 
danger of collision witli Turkey, tho 
regiments hitherto stationed in the 
Crimea and Bessarabia are ..merely 
withdrawn to Poland as a more con- 
venient district. 

Berlin, Jan. 15. —At Krupp's estab- 
lishment at Essen prices in general are 
about 50 or 60 per cent, higher than 3 
months ago, and most likely Xrupp 
will have to engage several hundred 
additional workmen. The present 
force is engaged to the end of 1S80, 
and many orders hav=? been refused. 
Russia and Chili particularly figure in 
orders for war material. 

M oscow, Jan. 8. — Tbe Gazette asserts 
that Count Schouvaloff is likely to be 
appointed minister of the interior with 
a department of political police in his 
ministry, in lieu of the third section 
of the imperial chancelorio which will 
be abolished. 

Berlin, Jan. 8. — Reports of a heavy- 
concentration of Russia troops in Po- 
land are unfounded. Fortresses on 
the frontier arc merely being repaired. 

Paris, Jan. S. — The forthcoming 
ministerial programme will touch on 
the magistracy of public meetings laws. 

Berlin, Jan. 8.— Bismarck has had a 
fresh and violent attack of rheuma- 
tism. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. S. — Tele- 
grams from Caucasus report the occur- 
rence of extensive fires at Tillis and 
Kcntais. 

Vienna, Jan. 15. — Baron Von Hei- 
merl, president of the council, in the 
course of a long statement upon foreign 
questions before the budget committee 
of the Austrian delegation to-day, said 
that b the understanding between Ger 
many and Austria was as firm as if it 
were in writing. 

Berlin, Jan. 15. — The North Ger- 
man Gazette publishes an article deny- 
ing certain statements of the French 
press that Germany has interfered in 
the internal affairs of France. 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 7. — Invalide 
Russs contradicts the Fcnsational tele- 
grams relative to alleged Russian mili- 
tary preparations on the Western fron- 
tier, and points out that only last De- 
cember Russia's lovo of peace caused 
her to reduce the army th irty-six thou- 
sand below a "peace footing. Further 
peace measures and further reduction 
of the army, that journal says are con- 
templated. 

London, Jan. 15. — The Dublin cor- 
respondent of the Timea says the pre- 
sence in London of the Duke of Marl- 
borough, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
and Right Hon. James Lowther, chief 
secretary of Ireland, will afford the 
government seasonable opportunity for 
consulting witli them on tho present 
condition of the country, and it is to 
be hoped that the result of the consul- 
tation will be tho adoption of such 
measures as will effectually preserve 
the peace, which is now seriously 
threatened. The danger is limited to 
the west, where there is constant ap- 
prehension of a conflict. 

Sir Stafford Korthcote, chancellor of 
the exchequer, speaking at a conserva- 
tive banquet at Stroud, confirmed the 
announcement of the intention to issue 
loans in Ireland, and said that the gov- 
ernment had authorized the various 
boards to overstep their powers if ne- 
cessary, and that on the assembling of 
Parliament the government would pre- 
sent a bill of indemnity for all expen- 
ditures thus incurred. 

There are indications that the dis- 
tress in county Kerry, Ireland, will 
amount to a famine. 

Right Hon. Henry Smith, first lord 
of the admiralty,. speaking at a conser- 
vative dinner at Sutton, said that the 
country might expect a general elec- 
tion within twelve months. 

Dublin, Jan. 14. — The Irish relief 
fund, instituted by the Duchess of 
Marlborough, amounts to £19,000. 

The polico in escorting process serv- 
ers at Kilmet, county of Mayo, wero 
severely maltreated last night, and 
obliged to retiro, though they had rifles 
loaded and bayonets fixed. Several of 
the police were cut about the head and 
face. The process servers had their 
clothing torn and the processes captur- 
ed by the mob. 

London, Jan. 8. — Cox k Son«,ohurcli 



furniture manufacturers of London 
and New York, have failed; liabilities, 
.£'30,000. 

Paris, Jan. 15. — The first number 
of La Justice', a radical newspaper, 
started by Clemence, a member of the 
chamber of deputies,] made its appear- 
ance to day. It demands adoption by 
the government of a frank, ' popular 
policy and the application of the princi- 
ple of equity in ull matters, including 
amnesty. It is thought La Justice 
will be for Garabetta what the Eepub- 
lique Francaise was for Thiers and 
MacMahon, and make him unpopular 
with the democracy before he has con- 
solidated his power over the moro 
moderate element of the electorate. It 
is again said that Gambetta, since in- 
stalling himself in thePalaise Bourbon, 
has offended almost everybody by his 
pompous manners. He influences min- 
istarial decision*, and if a minister ven- 
tures to resist his orders he pursues 
him. 

PARIS; Jan. 14.— Gambetta has de- 
cided to accept tho ' Presidency of the 
chamber of deputies. 

Before the close of the sitting of the 
chamber M. Dasson resumed his at- 
tack on the ministers. Ultimately tho 
house passed a vote of censure upon 
Dassoii. 

Berlin, Jan. 9. — Emperor William, 
on replying to new year congratulations 
from the municipality of Berlin, writes 
that he avails himself of thin oppor- 
tunity to ;ive decided expression to a 
hope that witli the blessing of the Al- 
mighty his efforts may succeed in 
securing peace for Germany. 

Paris, Jan. 9.— La France an- 
nounces that Count Do St. ^Villiar has 
consented to retain his post as am- 
bassador to Berlin, provisionally, and 
that probably he will remain permanen- 
tly. 

SOUTH AFRICA. 
Pretoria, Jan. 8. — Herr Pretorius, 
ex-pressident of Transvaal, has been 
arrested on a charge of high treason, 
the specification being that ho address- 
ed a letter in conjunction with Hen- 
Book to Sir Garnet Wolseley, for- 
warding resolutions passed at the lato 
Boer meeting, thus giving proof of 
their connection with a treasonable pro- 
ject. Bail for Herr Pretorius was re- 
fused. 

Another dispatch from Cape Town 
says ;— A warrant has been issued for 
the arrest of Paul Kruger, president of 
the committee appointed at a meeting 
of Boers on the 10th ult, which adopt- 
ed a resolution to maintain the demand 
for the independence of Transvaal, and 
instructed Paul Kruger to' summon 
Valkraad.

A BYLAW 

To Amend Bylaw No. l, for the Protection 
of the City against Five. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
amend tho Bylaw " For tho Protec- 
tion of tho City against Fire," dated tho 
third day of October, 18G2; 

Be it therefore enacted by the Mayor 
and Corporation of the City of Victoria as 
follows: — 

1. Sections 7 and 10 of tho said Bylaw 
are lieroby repealed. 

2. The walla of all chimnies shall not 
be leRs than four (4) inches in thickness, 
built of brick laid in good lime mortar, 
all joints being well flushed. 

3. AM ties shall bejparget ted throughout ; 
the coating shall not be less th:in three- 
eighths of an inch in thickness. 

4 All outer joints of chimneys shall bo 
flat-jointed with strong limo mortar im- 
mediately after the erection thereof. 

6. No joists, bond timber, or wood of 
any kind shall bo allowed to enter or rest 
upon tho brick work of any chimney. 

6. The tops of all chimneys shall bo at 
least four feet from any woodwork. 

7. If any chimney shall bo deemed by 
tho Mayor and Council to bo unsafe ft 
shall bo lawful for tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil to order tho same to be taken down, 
and' it shall be tho duty of tho person 
owning the said chimney or occupying tho 
house or premises whereon the same may 
be to take down such chimney within 
three days after lie shall have been order- j 
cd to do so. 1 

8. That any person guilty of any in- | 
fraction of any of tho provisions of this ] 
Bylaw, or of disobedience to any order 
made in pursuance hereof, shall, on con- 
viction before tho Police Magistrate or 
other Juatice of the Peace for the said 
City, forfeit, at the discretion of tho Po- 
lice Magistrate or Justice of the Peace 
convicting, a sum of money not exceeding 
§25 for each offence, together with the 
costs of prosecution, and in default of 
payment of any such fine, together with 
costs of prosecution, it shall bo lawful for 
tho Police Magistrate or other Justice of 
tho Pence convicting as aforesaid to issue 
his or their warrant to levy tho amount 
of fine and costs by distress and salo of 
the offender's goods and chattels, and in 
case no sufficient distress to satisfy the 
amount of fine and costs shall bo found, 
it shall bo lawful for the Police Magis- 
trate or Justice of tho Peaco as aforesaid 
to commit the offender to the Common 
Gnol for any period not exceeding .one 
month. 

9. This Bylaw shall be road and con- 
strued with tho Bylaw hereinbefore men- 
tioned and referred to as one Bylaw, and 
may bo cited for all purposes as " The 
Bylaw to Amend the Bylaw for tho Pro- 
tection of tho City against Fire."
